Report of Library Trustees 


To the Town of Rye: 


During the past year the Rye Library has established itself 
more securely as a power in the community, and it is hoped 
that in the coming year every resident of the town may avail 
himself more fully of the privileges of this institution. 

The Trustees announce with deep appreciation the estab- 
lishment of the Mary Tuck Rand Memorial Fund, which is 
now at interest in the Portsmouth Savings Bank. The pur- 
pose of this fund is best explained by the following letter 
received from the Mary Tuck Rand Memorial Committee. 


To the Trustees of the Rye Public Inbrary: 


GENTLEMEN :—In grateful recognition of the debt which the 
town of Rye owes to the memory of the founder of the Library, 
the friends of the late Miss Rand have established a Mary 
Tuck Rand Memorial Fund, the interest of which is to be 
used for the purchase of such books (other than fiction) as may 
meet the greatest needs of the community from year to year. 
The committee is indebted to Mrs. Harrie Berry for assistance 
in preparing circulars; and to Miss Drake, the Librarian, for 
her co-operation.

We, therefore, take pleasure in handing you herewith the 
sum of $108.50, which we hope is but the beginning of a fund 
which shall grow to be of lasting value to the town, and so 
most fittingly carry on the work begun by the honored founder 
of our Library. 


THE MARY TUCK RAND MEMORIAL COMMITTEE 
OF THE EVERY OTHER TUESDAY CLUB 


In order to conserve fuel it has been found necessary to 
open the Library only on Saturdays during the coldest weeks 
of the winter; but as soon as weather permits the usual Wed- 
nesday openings will be resumed. 

The interior of the Library has been newly painted and a 
cold air box has been built for the furnace. The cost of main- 
tenance has been also increased this year by the necessity of 
re-insuring the Library and its contents. The sum avail- 
able for the purchase of books has, therefore, been somewhat 
lessened, and the Trustees have drawn upon the interest of 
the Benjamin Webster Fund to the extent of one hundred 
dollars ($100.00). 

In the six years of its existence the Library has grown from 
500 to over 3,100 volumes; and the number of readers has 
increased almost threefold. While the Librarian has handled 
this growth in a very efficient manner, it will readily be seen 
that the need is now arising for a more complete equipment for 
the cataloguing and classifying of this increasing number of 
books, and your Trustees hope it will be possible to purchase 
the necessary filing cabinet in the near future.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


To the Citizens of Rye: 


At our District Meeting held June 2, 1917, Superintendent 
Carl Cotton was re-elected for the year, and North Hampton 
was added to the district. Included in our district this year 
are five towns, namely, Durham, Greenland, Newington, North 
Hampton and Rye. 

We have made but few changes in the teaching staff of 
Rye this past year. Miss Josephine Brown, who taught at 
the West school since the Spring of. 1916, succeeded Miss 
Ethel Anderson at the Wedgewood school (primary), and Miss 
Ethel Baker, a graduate of Keene Normal school, was highly 
recommended and secured for the West school. Those are 
the only changes that have been made in the primary grades. 

The remodeling of the Wedgewood school this past summer 
was a new feature in the educational line in town. A portion of 
the school house attic was finished off and made into two 
beautiful rooms for Rye Junior High School, one room for 
Manual Training and the other large room for recitation room. 
In this one the Hoover food demonstrations have been held 
monthly since they started last fall, and the Domestic Art 
pupils assist Miss Emerson, the state demonstrator, at the 
meetings, so they receive full benefit on food conservation 
and patriotism. Miss Natalie Ewer was secured as Junior 
High School teacher, and the school was approved by the 
state. When Mr. E. W. Butterfield, State Superintendent, 
made his inspection, he was pleased with the general conditions 
and appearance of the school. He said the teachers were doing 
their work in an excellent and satisfactory manner; found the 
pupils studious and interested in their work, showing evidence 
that the schools were receiving careful attention from those in 
charge. 7 

The School Board have each year tried to make some neces- 
sary repairs and improvements so as to keep the buildings in 
as good condition as any of the rural schools in the state, both 
for the health and welfare of the teachers and pupils. It is 


— 
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gratifying to know Mr. H. C. Morrison, ex-State Superinten- 
dent, in his last inspection said it was pleasant to note the 
homelike character of the buildings, the excellent provisions 
for heating and ventilation, and everything in general showed 
signs of being in accordance with the present day requirements. 

At the present time Rye has one of the best rural school 
systems in the state. 

The course of study is keeping pace with modern demands 
and the teachers are all energetic and filled with the spirit of 
their vocation. 

The next improvement, which ought to receive attention 
and firm support from our townspeople, is an enlargement to 
the Wedgewood School playgrounds. At the present time we 
have a Junior High School, a Grammar, and a Primary, all 
under the same roof, therefore it seems essential to have a 
larger playground for the outdoor recreation. We have at the 
present time under consideration the purchase of a small par- 
cel of land which we are receiving the free use of this year, and 
have the refusal of from the owner until after our next school 
meeting in March, hoping the people will look upon this 
annexation favorably, and will appropriate funds for the 
purchase of the same while the owners are willing to sell, as 
this is something that is neeced at the Centre School. 

Let us bear in mind the old adage, ‘‘All work and no play 
makes Jack a dull boy,” let us give the boys larger playgrounds 
and then they will be better equipped both mentally and physi- 
cally. 

For the benefit of our townspeople I should like to have 
printed in our Town Book a copy of a letter from Deputy 
State Superintendent Harriet L. Huntress, in regard to. a 
change in our future school year, so all may be better able to 
understand the readjustment before our regular school meeting 
in March.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the Rye School Board: 


I have the privilege of submitting to you my fourth annual 
report. 
PROGRESS IN SCHOOL WORK 


During the past four years we have added to our curriculum 
manual training, sewing and cooking. The work of the ele- 
mentary school is now compassed by six grades. High School 
work is in the seventh grade, and continued through the 
eighth and ninth grades. 

The teaching force has been improved i a careful selec- 
tion of teachers and by confining that selection to teachers 
who have a state certificate, normal school or college gradu- 
ates, and by an equitable adjustment of the salary list. 

The Wedgewood Building has been improved in usefulness 
and appearance by the addition of three rooms in the second 
story which are used for manual training, cooking, sewing 
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and storeroom purposes. Two of them may also be used for 
class-rooms. The domestic science room has been found use- 
ful and convenient to conduct the demonstrations in food 
conservation and civic gatherings. 

All of the absolete non-adjustable desks and chairs have 
been eliminated and replaced with modern adjustable fur- 
niture. Teachers’ desks, chairs and visitors’ chairs of a 
modern type have been added. 

The Grammar School room has been refitted and the seat- 
ing arrangements so changed that the light comes wholly 
from the left and behind the pupils. It is now adequate, as a 
study and class-room, for sixty or more pupils. 

The card catalogue of the pupils has been extended so that 
a complete record of each pupil is on the desk of the teacher 
and a copy of the record in the central office. 

A perpetual card inventory of the supplies has been added. 

Slate blackboards have been installed in the new rooms at 
the Wedgewood School. All of the other schools should be 
supplied with them. 

The course of study built up in connection with these im- 
provements has been characterized by an expert as ‘“‘unusual- 
ly well adapted, progressive and a pleasure to contemplate.”’ 


TESTING 


In last year’s report I outlined a method of testing the 
subject matter of the school room so as to obtain a quick 
judgment on the merits of the general work of the school 
room, to test the efficiency of the pupils and teachers and 
thus secure an adequate basis for supervision.

The results of the tests in arithmetic disclosed that the 
method of teaching is quite consistent in the fundamental 
processes (note the diagrams on the accompanying sheet) 
although not quite so efficient in drill as the standards derived 
by testing several thousand children. Our averages and the 
standard averages came very close together in division. The 
conclusion drawn is that we are securing better process work 
than drill. Emphasis upon process work, doubtless, tended 
to strengthen the reasoning processes which are involved in 
division. 

A comparison of the scores in arithmetic this fall, with the 
scores of the fall of 1916, showed that the average work was 
the same. ‘The change in the course of study in the seventh 
and eighth grades has in no way affected the abilrty of the 
pupils to do the standardized problems. Special weakness 
continues to be shown in addition. More drill is being called 
for in this subject. 


READING 


Tests were given in December and again in May. The 
standard scores were derived from tests given in the spring. 
A tendency was shown for reading to break down in the fifth 
grade. Without doubt, this was due to too many changes in 
the style of teaching reading and to improper phonic drill. 
- There was too much reading aloud for content. More indi- 
vidual attention has been given to slow readers and those who 
understand and comprehend poorly. Physical and mental 
defects of individual children have been examined and proper 
remedies applied. In each case studied an improvement has 
been made by the child. ; 

In the upper grades oral reading at sight is done only in 
incidental work, such as reading the example, or from sources 
in history and geography. Rapidity in sight reading tends to 
improve the oral reading, but the oral reading as a studied 
exercise must be motivated better. There should be a care- 
ful study of the selection for a proper interpretation, and some 
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drill in the rendering of it before the same is read to the class. 
The reader should be called upon to hold the attention of the 
class so that they may afterward tell the substance of the 
matter read. 

A comparison of the fall scores with the spring scores show 
that much improvement was made by the teaching force in this 
subject. . 

COMPOSITION 


The results of the second series of tests showed much 
improvement over the first series given. The improvement 
was commensurate for nearly all grades. The high average 
in the fourth grade was made possible by a good teacher in 
English composition. The low average in the seventh grade 
was the result of inattention to the teaching of English com- 
position on the part of an excellent teacher of English grammar. 

A more eareful study of the particular phraseology act- 
ually used by the pupils in each grade must be made so that 
the teaching in English composition may be graded properly 
and instruction in this branch thus may become more effective. 

The tests in spelling and writing were treated in like man- 
ner. All of the pupils of a class in spelling, who scored ninety- 
five per cent or above, were excused from spelling for a time 
and the lesson given over to the lower portion of the class. In 
writing, all of those who sustained an average above sixty on 
the Ayer’s scale, were excused from special attention, leav- 
ing the hand to develop naturally. The teachers were required 
to watch for deterioration and allow no slovenly work in any 
subject to be passed. 


PARENT-TEACHERS’ ASSOCIATION 


This organization has done much to promote a good feeling 
toward the schools on the part of parents and other citizens. 
Through this organization the aims of the teachers and the 
validity of our methods have been demonstrated and dis- 
seminated. 

The organization is a growing one. Its activities have, in 
every way, been helpful to our schools. The mterest and co- 
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operation on the part of both officers and members is much ap- 
preciated by teachers and school officials. . 

A fine phonograph has been presented to the Wedgewood 
School by this association. 


HIGH SCHOOL 


This institution met with popular favor from the beginning. 
In two or three cases objection was made by parents, but even 
in these cases the objections were largely, if not entirely, 
withdrawn after a discussion of the merits of the institution. 

The teaching in the school has been very satisfactory. The 
spirit of the school has been excellent. Both the teachers and 
pupils are very responsive. They have been very considerate 
of one another at a time when the difficulties of creating a new 
organization were critical. This loyal spirit on the part of 
pupils and teachers will assist greatly in creating a powerful 
motive essential to the production of the greatest achievements | 
in High School work. 

In this school a logical place is afforded for a change in the 
methods of teaching and an opportunity is opened for the 
semi-rural conditions to touch the lives of the children. Such 
a school is much more vital than a one or two-year ill-equipped 
High School at the end of an irregularly graded system of 
eight grades. 

Cultural opportunities are equally well afforded by instruc- 
tion in domestic science and the industries as by instruction 
in mathematics and the languages. There is no intention to 
neglect the latter subjects when they are found valuable and 
when stripped of their useless formalities. A solution of the 
problems involved in human life is rightly said to be more 
important than the creation of a high intellectual state for its 
own sake. Practical subjects develop the individual and 
social welfare the same as Latin or mathematics. High 
ideals and ambitions are stimulated by these subjects, and 
when properly taught, they afford the same possibilities for 
intellectual growth.. 

Our aim is not to perfect skill in the trades or occupations, 
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but to make the boys and girls acquainted with the under- 
lying factors common to life. The school should prepare the 
child to select a life work intelligently and enter an occupation 
somewhat informed ‘Yelative to the fundamentals involved 
rather than ignorant and ill adapted. 

The promotions awarded at the end of any grade may be 
presented for entrance to the next grade at. any approved 
High School in this state. Doubtless, they will be accepted 
in other states upon showing the number of units accomplished. 

In view of the successful work of the seventh, eighth and 
ninth grades, judging from the merits of this year’s work, I 
would recommend an additional year of High School work, 
viz., the tenth grade. Such an addition to our present facili- 
ties may be made without increase in cost other than the 
expense of additional school furniture. 


IN GENERAL 


Within the past year we have been favored by visits from 
two New Hampshire State Superintendents, State Super- 
intendent H. C. Morrison and his successor, E. W. Butter- 
field. Both expressed themselves in terms which highly com- 
mend the school system relative to the buildings, course of 
study, equipment and teaching, as one of the best, if not the 
best of its type in the state. 


PLAYGROUND 


Through the courtesy of Mrs. Elizabeth W. Clemons, of 
Little Boar’s Head, the town has been given the use of an 
acre of land behind the Wedgewood School for a playground. 
The use of this land has relieved the congestion of the old 
playground to a large extent. The future use of this land 
is contingent upon the appraisal and payment for the per- 
manent disposition of the land. 

This opportunity is taken to express the appreciation of the 
pupils, teachers and school officials to Mrs. Clemons for per- 
mitting the use of the ground until a final disposition of the 
property is made. . 
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A BUSINESS ADMINISTRATION 


It has been a governing principle in administering school 
affairs to have them conducted in-a thoroughly business-like 
manner. At the bi-monthly School Board Meetings the 
Superintendent has reported to the Board the condition of the 
schools and made recommendations for improvements and 
changes in policies. Such proposals have had a hearing in 
much the same manner that the directors of a corporation 
would listen to the advice of their manager. The Board has 
always acted in a judicial capacity upon the merits of the 
various proposals made, adopting or rejecting them, but has 
always left the details and general management in the hands 
of the Superintendent. In doing so the Board has followed a 
sound business principle, a principle which has carried with it 
the advancement of the schools. Without such methodical 
work our present state of progress would not have been 
achieved. 

It is, indeed, a pleasure to submit to you this report with 
a due appreciation of the unity, courtesy and business-like 
manner in which all matters have been handled by the Board.
